21 Years of Faithful Service. 


Last Saturday, the 18th instant, Mr. 


Samuel F, Greer completed his 21st year 
as Judge of the county court of Macon 
county, and on the 4th day of next month 
he will enter upon another four years' 
term in the same office. The Judge began 
his official career in this county in 1859, 
wheu he received n commission as justice 
of the peace to fill out a vacancy from W. 
H. Bissell, then governor of Illinois; in 
1860 he received another commission as 
justice of the peace from Governor John 
Wood; in March, 1861, he received a com- 
mission as police magistrate from Gov. 
Yates; and in November, 1861, he got his 
first commission as county judge from 
Sov.Yates; since that year he has held 
ihe same office, receiving subsequent com- 
missions iu '65 from Gov. Oglesby; in 'G9 
'rom Gov. Palmer; iu '73 from John 
Early, nctiog governor, during the ab- 
sence of Gov. Beveridge; iu '77 from Gov. 


ullom, and in a few days he will receive 
i second commission from Gov. Cullom. 
Tudge Greer has been a faithful and care- 
ful official, and the fact that he has been 
re-elected so many times and has perform- 
ed his duties impartially, is the best pos- 
sible evidence that he is the right man in 
'he right place. He has taken the oath 
if office for another term, and the same 
has been sent to the secretary of state.

Death of Joseph W. Emery, ar. Old Citi- 


zen—A Sketch of His Life.

The deceased had been ill for a period 


of nearly three months, part of his body 
having been paralyzed in August last. 
He WPS au uncle of HOD. Charles F. 
Emery, of. Maroa. He had lived iu this 
county for many years—over n quarter of 
a century. Deceased was n noble hearted 
man, whose companionship was courted 
because of his generous nature and intel- 
ligence. The last time he was in the Hi> 
PPBLICAX sanctum, which was about four 
mouths ago, ho was in apparent good 
health, aud conversed cheerfully about 
public i'Hairs, concerning which he was 
well posted. He was a geuial.intelligeut, 
public spirited and useful citizen- whose 
death will be generally deplored. 


Joseph Emery was one of thc old resi- 


dents of Austin township. He was a na- 
tive of Canterbury, Merrimac county, 
Jsew Hampshire, and was born ou the 
loth day of January, 1813. 
We learn 


fP?J Briuk' McDonough & Co.'s history 


of Macon county, in which is published a 
long sketch ot the deceased, that the Em- 
ery family, which was one of English or- 
igin, settled nt an early period at West 
Newberry, Mass. The old homestead— 
the home of the early members of the 
family—has been in possession of the 
Emerys for several generations. Josiah 
Emery, tho grandfather of the deceased 
moved from Massachusetts to Suuborntou' 
now TiltoD, New Hampshire. 
Nathan 


Jimery was the father of the deceased 
He married Betsey MeCrillis, of Scotch- 
Irish descent, a native of Canterbury 
Both the Emery and McCrillis families 
have been remarkable for their vigor and 
long life. They show a noticeable free- 
dom from disease, and the tendency to 
ward longevity has been marked for sev- 
eral generations. Among the ancestors 
many instances of death at an advanced 
age have occurred; very few passed away 
before reaching 70 years. J. W. Emery 
was the ninth of a family of 1C children 
of whom 14 grew to maturity and 13 mar- 
ried. His father owned a farm, aud was 
a carpenter by trade. He was a man of 
considerable intelligence, was well versed 
in surveying nnd civil engineering, and 
was very fond of reading—a habit which 
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1-number., and oue zero upon the dial.

Dr. Bumstead was one of the phy 
sicians asked if there is any dill'erence 
between scarlet rash, scarlatina and scar- 
let fever, and replied substantially as fol- 
lows: "There is no real difference be- 
tween scarlet rash and scarlatina or scar- 
let fever, the last two names mean exact- 
ly the same: that scarlet rash is scarlet 
fever and nothing else, only in a milder 
form than those severe cases which the 
people usually regard as characteristic of 
Ihis disease, cannot be too emphatically 
stated. They are all one and the same 
disease and very contagious, and those 
who think otherwise have no right to 
endanger the children of their neighbors, 
and should not be permitted to do so.".

The large brick buildings 
have become too small for the rapidly 
growing business of the firm, and it hae 
become necessary, though winter is uear- 
jy at hand, to enlarge the establishment 
in order that the firm may be enabled to 
fill its orders that come from all parts of 
the country. The ground west of the 
present buildings is being cleared of iron 
and timber to make room fora separate 
foundry structure, 45 feet wide and 60 
feet long, which is to be erected at once. 
The old foundry department, 50x60 feet 
feet in size, will be converted into ma- 
chine and storage rooms, and to accom- 
plish this a flooring will have to be put in 
to form a second story, as the old foun- 
dry was one room from the ground up to 
the top of the second story building. The 
large frame storage house which stood at 
the rear of tiie office will be removed 
around on the west side of the works and 
will front on William street The new 
foundry will be a frame with solid brick 
foundations, and will be built on the 
north and west side of the grounds, with- 
in ten feet of the alley. 


These expensive changes will more than 


doable the capacity of the works, and will 
furnish employment to 45 or 50 more men 
—making a total of about 90 employee,

It is possible that this 
mistake was made, but no sensible 
person has for a moment imagined 
that there was any fraud in tho mat- 
ter, although the defeated candidate 
for senator has made a good many 
insinuations about the necessity of 
haviug "a fair count,'' 
It is now 


reported that legal steps will bo taken 
to have a recount of the ballots, to 
which no one can have the slightest 
objection. 
There is one legal way to 


do this and the only reason why any- 
thing has been said in opposition to 
a recount was because the plan which 
it was proposed to adopt was illegal 
and in every way objectionable. 


THE official returns from the entire 


state of Illinois show that the total 
vote cast for the Republican and the 
Dem icratic candidates for state treas- 
urer was 475,105, of which General 
J. C. Smith, Republican, received a 
majority of 5,443.

Can the papers in 
question find nothing better to en 
gage their attention? Tho people 
certainly do not enjoj tho discussion 
and it hud better be abandoned foi 
the good of all concerned 
The 


Springfield peoplo have but little to 
boast of iu the matter of the new 
state house. They succeeded in hav- 
ing the building located at a point 
where its main front is obscured by 
a railroad bridge and its southern 
eleyation cut off by a filthy alley and 
a lot of stables. 
The building itself 


is a most miserablo sham in many oi 
its features, and is in no sense rep 
resentative of the magnificent com- 
monwealth that built it. But it is 
the people's house, notwithstanding, 
and ought to be finished, even at the 
expense of 
another half million. 


There is no economy in allowing it 
to go to ruin, and there would be 
still less in attempting to build an- 
other state house at some other place. 
The people have other and more im- 
portant- questions to engage their 
attention, and othor and more press- 
ug demands for their money than 
-ho building of a new state house 
svery few years. 
There aro enough 


men in the state who are willing to 
lold all the offices even in an nnfin- 
shed capitol building, and the damp 
and muddy situation of the house is 
not sufficient to cut short the army 
of candidates who biennially show a 
readiness to sacrifice themselves upon 
'be altar of the state legislature. 
Springfield people can well be left to 
'he cheerless contemplation of an 
inlinished state house, since it was 
he groed and recklessness of the 
ocal commissioners which created 
the prejudice in the minds of the 
people that has twice resulted in the 
lefeat of the appropriation to com- 
plete it. 
But the people of the state 


owe it to thetnselvos and their own 
jense of state pride to do the best 
.hey can to rectify what was a mis- 
,ake from the beginning. 
It is too 


ate to think of removing the seat of 
government; it wonld cost too much 
money: it would create too much 
itrife; it would open too many sources 
of corruption. 
Better would it be 


expend the money necessary to 


put the present edifice into a com- 
'ortable condition and give it a pre- 
sentable appearance. 
This cannot 


done for another two years, and 


it is the extreme of folly to start a 
discussion upon the matter so long 
in advance of the time when it can 
be settled. 
Tha Springfield papers 


should remember, too, that the least 
they say about the matter the sooner 
will the people vote the appropria- 
tion necessary to complete it. Wheth- 
er the feeling be right or wrong it is, 
nevertheless, a fact, that there is a 
violent prejudice against Springfield 
among the people of the state, and 
that feeling will never be allayed 
through the influence of Springfield 
people. 
The force which is to neu. 


tralize that prejudice must come 
from the outside.

THAT RE-COUNT. 


The talk about making a re- 


count of the votes in the first 
ward has started the inquiry as to 
what right anyone possesses under 
the law to make such re-canvass.— 
The election law is explicit on the 
subject, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing, being section 59, chapter 46, of 
revised statutes: 


All the ballots counted by the judges 


of election ehall, after being read, be 
strung upon a strong thread or twine, in 
the order in which they have been read, 
and shall be carefully enveloped and 
sealed up by the judges, who shall direct 
the same to the officer to whom by law 
they are required to return the poll books, 
and shall be delivered, together with the 
poll books, to such officer, who shall 
carefully preserve said ballots for eix 
months, and at the expiration of that 
time shall destroy them by burning, with- 
out the package being previously opened: 
Provided, if any contest of election shall 
be pending at such time in which such 
ballots may be required as evidence, the 
name shall not be destrojed till such eon- 
test is finally determined. 


From the above it will be seen 


that no one has any right to open the 
ballots after they have been returned 
to the county clerk, except in cases 
of contest, in which event the law 
provides the manner in which the 
re-count shall be made. 
Any other 


opening of the ballots than this would 
be plainly illegal. 
If any candidate 


has reason to believe that the count 
was not properly made he has his 
remedy in a contest, but until regular 
proceedings have been instituted no 
one has any right to open the ballots 
•which have been sealed up and placed 
in the custody of the county clerk.

Propositions Decided.

It has been concluded for some 


two or three days past that the prop- 
osition for completing 
the 
State 


House was defeated at the late elec- 
tion, and that for ceding tho Illinois 
and Michigan Canal, adopted; but 
it has been difficult to determine 
just how the vote stood. 
Some of 


the counties have not yet reported, 
and some of those which have, omit 
a statement of the total vote for State 
Treasurer, leaving a possibility that 
the Prohibition, Greenback and scat- 
tering vote on that office may not 
have been reported in some in- 
stances; and, in order to settle the 
point the Secretary of State yester- 
day sent out circulars to the Clerks 
of all tho counties in the state, ask- 
ing such totals to bo sent in over a 
certificate. 


The total vote, however, is known 


for all the counties except Cook, with 
the exception of the possible discrep- 
ancy referred to above, and gives the 
following result: 
Vote tor state treasurer 
406,507 


For ceding the canal 
292,381 


For finishing state house 
182,221 


The vote of Cook county is prob- 


ably about 83,000; but there is no 
likelihood that the state house prop- 
osition has made any important gain 
there, and as the entire vote for state 
treasurer is certainly in the neigh- 
borhood of 500,000 that measure is 
clearly lost. The proposition to cede 
the canal has enough in its favor, 
without knowing the Cook county 
vote, to place its adoption beyond 
question.
